The President further asks that the 
interstate commerce commission be given 
the power to alter rates submitted by 
carriers, and to prescribe the maximum 
rate in case those submitted are found 
exorbitant. If however, the commission 
fails to investigate a rate submitted 
within 60 days, the rate shall take effeet. 
The message also, recommends that ship- 
pers be given the right to select one of 
two or more possible routes for the ship- 
ment of their goods.

ne tes and tire fact that they are 
far in the lead in the value of their 
crops for the year is not surprising. 
Wisconsin’ however, is generally consid- 
ered a dumber and dairying state, and 
not an agricultural community, and yet 
the value of its farm crops—-wheat, corn, 
oats, barley, rye, buckwheat, flax, po- 
tatoes, hay and tobacco—exceeds by 
more than $30,000,000 the value of all 
the tobacco raised in the entire United 
States. 

The agricultural college of the Uni- 

versity of Illinois at Champaign is the 
oldest institution the kind in the 
country, having been established more 
than 30 years ago. It has taught thou- 
‘sands of men and women from all parts 
of the worfd, and has an international! 
reputation. Its work has been centered 
upon the proper selection and develop- 
ment of seed corn, and the result of this 
is shown by the fact that the corn crop 
of Illinois for 1909 averaged 35.9 bushels 
an acre, which is an average yield of 
4.3 bushels an acre more than in 1908. 
» The Illinois corn crop in 1909 had a 
farm value of $192,280,000, which 
more than the total farm crops of Ne- 
braska or New York, and within .$10,. 
(00,000 of as much as the total farm 
crops of Kansas or Missouri.

lts value is 26 per cent of the value of 
the entire wheat_ crop the United 
States; 93 per cent of the value of the 
entire potato crop; 28 per cent of the 
entire hay crop; 47 percent of the 
entire oat crop. It was worth 2,04 times 
the entire barley crop; 8.08 times the 
entire rye crop; 4.87 times the entire 
flaxseed crop; 2 times the entire to- 
crop; and 9.04 times the entire 
rice crop. 

The department agriculture fixes 
the farm price of corn in Illinois, at-the 
end of the vear, at 49 cents a bushel: 
and in Missouri at 59 cents. If the Mis. 
souri figure were used for the Illinois 
crop nearly $40,000,000 would be -added 
to the value of the latter state’s corn 
crop. This would equal the value of the 
state's hay crop for the year, and IIli- 
nois‘ ranked fifth in the production of 
hay. 

Miinois is the first agricultura] state 
in the Union, her crops for 1909 totaling 
in value $337,086.000, or almost one 
tenth the value of the crops for the 
entire country. 

Iilinois’ nearest rival is Iowa with a 
total value of $244.856.000. At Ames is 
the lowa state agricultural school, per- 
haps as well known throughout the coun- 
trv and the world asthe school at Cham- 
paign and the agricultural school at the 
University of AVisconsin at Madison. Of 
lowa’s wealth taken from the soil in 
1908, corn furnished $142.002,000—the 
state being second to Illinois in the pro- 
duction of corn; oats furnished $40,635.- 
000 and hay $42,479,000. New York’s hay 
crop was Worth more than Iowa’s, though 
it was not so large; its location made 
it worth just double the lowa hay per 
ton. Itlinois ranks next to lowa in the 
amount of hay produced and takes first 
place, with the Hawkeye state following 
closely, in the production and value of 
oats. The Illinois oat crop was worth 
$60,444,000 and the lowa $40,635,000. 

No other state in the country is in the 
game class with Illinois asx an agricul 
tural section; and Iowa, the second in 
the list, also is in a class by herself. 
None of the eastern or southern states 
compares with the other prairie corn 
and wheat states, but Ohio, of the cen- 
tral West, comes in just behind Missouri 
and is fifth on the list of 16 states whose 
‘rops exceeded $1]00,000,000. The list

- Onigin of the Rod 


The origin of the rod, pole or. perch, 
as a lineal and sup®@rficial measure has 
been traced to the rod or pole used 
to urge and direct-a team of oxen palling 
a plow. So it came about it was used 
as a convenient and handy land measure 
in feudal times by the lords in alloting 
plots of land for agricultural purposes 
to the villeins and others. 

One rod wide and 40 long (i. e., one 
furrow long, deep) built up a quarter 
of an acre. The furlong, or four poles 
wide and same depth—i. e., 40 poles, one 
acre—was a convenient length for a fur- 
‘row before turning the plgw. Of course 
ithese lengths somewhat varied in differ- 
lent parts of the country where soils and

The international map will be what is known as a hypsometric 
map. The contour lines will be drawn in brown at intervals of 
100 meters or in decimal multiples or submultiples of that measure. 
Each’ sheet will bear an international number; it will have the name 
of the most important place or feature on the sheet; and it can be 
ordered by its number and name.

P anama ' tion about which the Republican majority 
may have reason to feel regret. It might be 
| called a bill to place absolute power in the 
President. So far as the government of the Canal Zone is con- 
cerned, this is what it does. Students of history who have taken in 
the full force of precedent will find it difficult to avoid indulgence in 
conjectures as to an extension of this authority at some future time, 
and to territory nearer home. Section 2 of the bill confers upon 
the President military, civil and judicial powers, including the power 
to make laws. In other words, it confers upon the President in 
this instance all the powers now divided between the three branches 
of our government. 

The long and short of the matter is that the Republican side 
excuses the extraordinary character of the measure on the ground 
of exigency, which has been in the past, and may be again, offered as 
an excuse for almost anything. The precedent was made by the 
Memocrats when Jefferson was granted similar powers upon our 
acquisition of Louisiana. That party made a gallant fight in the 
House on Wednesday in behalf of a strict adherence to fundamentals, 
and its representatives voted solidly against the centralizing features 
of the measure, but it suffered from the Louisiana handicap and 
failed to emerge from the contest with even a moral victory. 

Nothing serious is likely to result from the placing of so much 
power in the hands of President Taft in this instance. But, on the 
contrary, much good may result from the simplifying of the zone 
government. Departures from the safe rules provided by the fathers 
do not usually bear bitter fruit at once. In the Louisiana case, for 
instance, it required over a hundred years for the precedent to come 
back to plague the party that made it.

| period and the unusual number of Arctic and 
Antarctic expeditions, besides extensive rail- 
way construction, have carried the interest 
of the public into regions about which little has heretofore been 
known. Hence there has been an increased use of geographical 
charts and a stronger demand that they. should be up-to-date. There 
has been an immense gain in general knowledge regarding countries 
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precautions, with the purpose of preventing two things—first, the 
erowth of an influence within the party that might, and probably 
would, be employed to overturn Mr. Taft's prospects for a second 
nomination, and, second, the growth of a faction within the party 
whose disaffection in 1912 might, and probably would, in the event 
of its failure to control the nomination, throw thé next presidential 
victory to the Democrats. 

Despatches from Washington inform us that Mr. Taft has been 
strongly advised by his party leaders to, refuse to place patronage, 
which in politics is another word for power, in the hands of those 
who would be almost certain to use it against him not only m 
Congress but in the Republican organization, especially in certain 
of the middle western and northwestern states. Even if the President 
should be disposed to ignore his personal interest in the situation, 
which would be expecting too much of him, under the circumstances 
he would be compelled to-consider the welfare of the party whose 
leader he is. ‘This is where the insurgents are decidedly weak in 
their position that the President should give his support to them 
rather than to the regulars. ‘The President, as the leader of the 
Republican party, could give neither support nor cognizance to a 
faction which, through some of its representatives at least, declares 
it will go to the length of joining with the Democrats, if necessary, 
to carry its points against certain Republican measures. 

The decision to withhold patronage from the most pronounced 
and radical of the insurgents is in line with party usage. No 
political party will knowingly strengthen hands that are raised 
against it. So long.as we are governed by the party system, party 
discipline must be maintained. In the long run it is only when party 
lines are tightly drawn that issyes are defined in such a manner as to 
enable the citizen to vote with intelligence and effect. 
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| IN HIs annual addres. to the two branches 
| of the Massachusetts state Legislature, 
| Governor Draper makes a commendable 
attempt to solve, in a constructive way, some 
of the problems involved in the milk-raising 
industry in Massachusetts. His excellency 
wisely recognizes the fact that, however 
desirable ideal dairy conditions may be, too 
severe restrictions will have the effect of 
discouraging the farmer from raising this 
necessary product; and it is not profitable, the Governor admits, for 
the farmer to raise and sell milk under existing conditions. While 
he believes that a proper standard of quality for milk is necessary, he 
believes ‘that hardships are worked on the Massachusetts milk 
producers by some of the conditions that exist today. One result 
of these conditions is seen in the diminution in the number of neat 
cattle kept within the ebmmonwealth. As an argument against 
existing conditions, this is irrefutable. Fortunately, it is not 
irreparable. . 

A constructive expedient recommended by the Governor gs the 
enactment of laws—if legislation is needed to effect the desired 
result—so that the farmers’ of this commonwealth may be able to 
ship their milk through the direct agency of the railroads, thus 
eliminating the necessity for intermediary hands. Whether this 
would result in cheaper milk to the consumer the Governor does not 
profess to say, but he does not believe it wise for the great carrying 
agencies in the state to sublet the milk-carrying privilege to any one. 
He holds the opinion that every producer who desires to ship his 
milk to the cities of the commonwealth over the railroads of the 
state should have the right to deal with them directly, under proper 
regulations and conditions. The railroads would not be obliged to 
make stops at every way Station for a few cans of milk, according 
to his plan, but provision would be made to collect it in reasonable 
quantities at certain points, whence it would be carried to the cities 
at reasonable rates. 

There is a possibility that this, or some similar expedient, would 
not merely advance the interests of the milk raiser but also effect a 
reduction of price to the city consumer. More favorable conditions 
of production would certainly have the result of restocking numerous 
farms in Massachusetts once devoted to dairying, and the increased 
production of milk would logically effect a reduction in price. At 
least, the fact that the chief executive of the Bay state has interested 
hintself to seek a better adjustment of conditions for the struggling 
milk farmer will be good news throughout the rural communities, 
and the feeling that the state government recognizes the common 
need for improvement will inspire confidence. 
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partnership With Britain. 

This, partnership is notably facilitated by a strong differentiation, 
between fie British-rulgd masses and the peoples of the feudatory 
states. The last are not by any means as apt as are the first to evolve 
or to assimilate ideas of administrative improvement leading to 
self-rule. The reasgn is not far to seek; native feudatory rule takes 
good care not to instil western knowledge into its subjects while they 
are still unprepared for its reception. The half-educatecd fanatic, 
the intellectual proletarian, the malcontent upstart, are very much less 
conspicuous in the native states than they are in the British provinces. 
The princes consequently Rave far less arduous problems ta meet and 
far more scope for the exercise of an enlightened paternalign under 
British guidance. | 

Thus if: the enthusiasm attending the viceroy’s reception .at 
Bombay and Madras was a welcome acknowledgment of his great 
share in bringing about the Indian reforms, still greater because more 
practical significance attaches to his exchange of -ideas ahd pledges 
with the native princes and the reaffrrmation of Anglo-Indian partner- 
ship for the maintenance of law and order inthe realm.

Tue gift by Mrs. Harriman of 10,000 acres 

of land in Orange and Sullivan counties, New 

York, brings still nearer the realization of the Two 
dream of an extensive and magnificent park 

in the Empire state to serve the dual purpose Great Park 
of preserving perpetually for public use | 
some of the most beautiful natural scenery 
in the country, and protecting from deface- 
ment the Palisades afd other attractions of 
the Hudson river front between Nyack and 
Haverstraw. Mrs. Harriman’s gift of land is supplemented by a 
cash gift of $1,000,000. Aside from this amount, $1,625,000 has been 
subscribed by J. Pierpont Morgan and others, and the state will raise, 
in addition, by a bond issue, $2,500,000. The park commissioners 
intend to purchase 30,000 acres of virgin territory, adjoining the 
Harriman tract, between Arden and the Hudson. 

It has required about nine years ot almost incessant labor and 
agitation on the part of the promoters of the scheme to reach the 
present satisfactory stage, and it should be borne in mind by the 
reader that the project is one that will require decades for completion. 
But it is safely and solidly established now, and both with regard to 
its present and future aspects it must rank as the greatest state park 
enterprise thus tar undertaken. 

Interestingly coimcident is the news that the New Jersey Sons 
of the American Revolution, at their annual meeting, indorsed the 
plan of Governor Fort to establish 9 national park on the Delaware 
river, at the point where Washington made his historic crossing 
through the floating ice. On each side of the river at this point there 
is a small town—Washington’s Crossing on the New Jersey side, 
and Taylorsville on the Pennsylvama side—and a “substantial iron 
bridge” connects the two. If the park project should be carried out, 
these settlements would have to be removed to some adjacent terri- 
tory, and this is regarded as entirely feasible. The difference 
between this and the New York undertaking is that Congress is to 
be asked to aid the former. If such aid 1s depended upon for the 
success of the project, it will, in all probability, be delayed, for it 
does not seem at all likely that an appropriation for such a purpose 
would be recommended at the present session or in the present Con- 
gress, or, if recommended, passed. 7 

But now that this project has been set afoot, the probabilities are 
that it will grow in favor with the people of the states most immedi- 
ately interested, and that in time it will be cared for, like the Hudson
